ef the conscription, is to procure the most 


accurate possible lists of all the male .po- 
pulatioa of the kingdom, and it effects 
this accuracy in the most powerful ard 
The means by which 
it procures it are by a division and miuute 
subslivision, civiland military, of the ter- 
ritory and inhabitants of the empire. 

The civil division is in the first place 
divided into departments. These depart- 
ments areagain devided into districts or 
counties. These districts into cantons or 
hundreds. These hundreds into muni- 
cipalities, which are sometimes single 
towns, and sometimes three or four toge- 
The departmentsare in number a-

In the military division of the empire, 
the 150 departments are re-cast into 30 
military districts ; each district being sub- 
ject to a general of division and his staf! ;

military police officers, whose duty it is to 
detect all frauds, concealments, partial- 
ittes. and reserves, in the matters relative 
to the couscription. 


The usc and duty of the pretects, sub- 
prefects, &c. with respect to the conscrip- 
tion, are to procure accurate lists through 
every district, canton, municipality, and

pective departments; to be responsible for

in case of concealment, to similar punish-

In this manner lists are procured, ant. 
subsequently verified of all the young mea 
subject to the conseription; conceulment 
is impossible, ' and absence or presence 
makes no difference, except that the ab. 
sentie is liable to be enrolled in two places; 
as a stranger or inmate in one town, and a: 
a member of a family in the place of his 
birth, or of the resilence of his parents. 
There is no evasion, therefore, as in Eng- 
land, by passing into other parishes. Sa 
many persons are responsìble for the accu- 
racy of the lists that not one name is ever 


emitted. : 


These lists, thus procured, contain. all 
the young men in the empire subiect to 
the conscription: they are distributed into 
five classes, the first containing tae yonsg 
men who have attained „their twentietk- 
year ; the second, those who have eos. 
pleted their twenty-first, and soon. 'Éhis 
distribution of them being made, copies of 
the several lists are transinitted to the war- 
office at Paris, for the use and information 
of the government. 

Let us now suppose that the government 
wants to call out he conscription, or any 
part of it; the process is then as follows :-— 

‘The minister of war gives notice to the 
senate, that such a number of conscripts 
are immediately wanted, to repair or re-in= 
force the impertalarmies. The senate, as 
a matter of course, votes the required num- 
ber. The minister of war actording toa 
settled proportion, arranges the contingent 
of each department, and sends circular or« 
ders to the prefects to see this contingent 
immediately levied, The prefect and his 
council, according to their settled propor= 
tion, arrange the contingent of the districts. 
aud send the same circular orders to their 
sub-prefects to raise these respective con- 
tingents ; and within eight days of the date 
of the orders remitted, to transmit their or- 
dersto the several municipalities. The 
sub-prefeets, in their turn, arrange the 
contingents of the municipalities, and 
transmit their orders to such municipalie 
ties, that within eight days of the receipt 
of such orders, or on the sixteenth day 
from the date of the order of the prefect, 
which is subjoined, they should proceed to 
the ballot. 

‘Let us now suppese the ballot arrived. 
It is conducted as follows :—The con- 
scripts, on the annual list, are ‘all assem- 
bied. The sub-prefect is present. ‘The. 
actual number of the names on the annual 
list, we will suppose to be 300. Of these, 
say that 109 ie the contingent. Three 
hundred tickets; or pieces of paper num- 
bered, one, two, three, &c. and so up- 
wards to three hundred, are then put into 
an urn, and the coùnscripts ordered singly- 
todraw tbem out. Those who draw any 
of the tickets from one to a hundred belong 
to the quota required, and are the cou- 
scripts for the year.

The government, however, is not vet sa- 
tisfied. A second body of conscripts, un- 


der the name of the reserve, is likewise re. 


uired, and drawn forin the same ballot. 
‘Those, therefore, who draw a higher num- 
ber than one hundred, and lower than two, 
constitute the reserve conseription. ‘The 
legal condition of the service of the reserve 
is to march only in case of necessity ; but 
ilis unnecessary to say, that the conven-' 


ience of government, and the wants of the 


Armies, always constitute such necessity. 
Accordingly, the reserve is almost invaria- 
biy passed into the service of the current 
year. 

Another step vet remains before the bal- 
loting is concluded. Some of the con- 
scripts, so chosen, may desert, die, or be 
killed in war. | 
in time against these casualties. One 
fourth part of the whole contingent of the 
municipalities, that is, twenty-five men 
(supposing the contingent as dbove stated 
to be one hundred) is ordered to be drawn 
as the supplemental conscription. Those, 
therefore, who draw any of the numbers 
between 200 and 225, constitute the sup- 
plemeutal conscription, and are called up- 
onto ll vp any vacancies which may oc» 
cur before two years.

"Within eight days after the ballot, the 
gencrals of the districts send suitable de- 
tachments to receive the conscripts who are 
drawn for actual service. ‘They are àl 
marched under military escorts, and care- 
fnllv sent to depôts, distant from their own 
departments. They are invariably distri- 
buted; individually, throughout the army, 
and great care taken, that too many of 
them should not be in the same company 
or battalion. In these théy differ very 


essentially from the Roman legion, which, 


according to Facitus, reseinbled a family 
or township; neighbours, brothers, chil- 
dren, &c. being carefully-put into the 
same legion, and. when “possible into the 
same centuries. « 

There are two farther principles in 
which the conscription has a nature of its 
own ; and one very different from the mode 
of military levy in any other Eurcpean 
kingdom. These are with, respect to exe 
tinptions and substitutions. 

With respect to exemiptions, all con- 
scripts, within the legal age, be they in
